When the 
Greeks are once masters of these two fortresses, 
they may consider themselves as finally establish- 
ed in Epirus.—4ugsburg Gazeile. 

Letters from Missolonghi, bearing dates 11th, 
18th, and 19th Feb. were received yesterday 
morning. ‘They state the complete arrar cement 
of the military labaratory furnished by the Greek 
Committee, which will be of the greatest impor- 
tance to the success of the war.
